I had to break my trip north at some secluded spot that I might 
drink in my dreams anew', And so through the kindness of my friend.

This hotel is of Colonial design 
and one of the most beautiful in all America. I was not prepared to see 
such a place. In both spirit and beauty it made me think of the lovely 
B Iliff Springs Hotel, in the Canadian Rockies, and the Davenport at 
Sp' kane.—hotels that you never forget, for to me, they have souls! 
I am writing this Talk looking out of my window upon one of the most 
g< rgeous strands I have ever seen. For miles, so far as the eye can see, 
extends the Atlantic and the silvery roll of the ocean, with its purr, bathes 
the white, glistening sand. 
It is so quiet and peaceful here. 
Back of the hotel you see nothing 
but green—the thicket with its vari-colored tints, birds singing their 
spring-tim e melodies, live oaks, and massive growths of bush, background­ 
ing it all. And here and there you come upon a mirror-like lake, hidden 
but a short distance from the ocean, one at least that was one of the most 
beautiful I have ever seen, for upon two sides great dunes of the whitest 
sand held this crystal body within its arms. 
Just a little way back is the primeval forest in all its glory. 
Here 
ars thousands of wild turkey, and all sorts of fowl, deer in plenty, black 
bears, foxes, pole cats, and whatnot ! 
Everything about this place seems to blend, and in the hotel and the 
Country Club, the creators have sought to carry out this idea. Each room 
reflects quiet beauty—the colorings of carpet, wall paper, furniture, 
d aperies—subdued quiet. A place to dream and to forget the hurrying 
world. There is a note of utility all about. Stranding in front of the Coun- 
try Club. I noted there was a window in the outside chimney that crept 
up from the end—to unusual. 
I inquired and my friend told me thai 
it added to the beauty of the room inside and so they built the flues about 
it! 
The Myrtle grows everywhere about here. You lean over as you walk 
atoag the way and pluck a sprig, crush it in your hands, and inhale its 
heart. 
Beside the water from here you can drive for miles and miles upon the 
trtn.i at low tide—a magnificent avenue, free from the hands of the 
Creator. 
Last night, at dusk, I went out upon the great front verandah of the 
hotel and there sat under the towering white pillars that you can see for 
miles, and played with th e-stars and asked the Moon questions that it
